‘In an easy vote, three weeks ago, the 
Wilmington selectmen decided not to repair 
the Lake Street bridge, over the Boston & 
Maine. Now the State DPW is going to tear 
it down, ‘‘forthwith."’ 

The selectmen’s decision deserves to be 
reconsidered 

When the railroad was built in 1835 the 
directors of the then Boston & Lowell 
Railroad wanted no accidents, and built 
bridges at all grade crossings. Two of those 
bridges are now the Lake Street bridge, and 
the Butters Row bridge. If one is to be 
destroyed there is no reason for preserving 
the other. Both are of the same value 

But destroying those bridges would cut 
the town into two parts, in a way that would 
sever communications. It would not be 


good, for Wilmington. 

A few years ago Mr. Gillis, now the chair- 
man of selectmen, quite rightfully opposed 
the construction of a new east-west 
highway through Wilmington. Readers of 
this column will remember the events that 
led to an organization known as SILC, to 
combat such a division of the town_ 

The same conditions exist today, im the 
threatened destruction of those two 
bridges. Just as would the town have been 
divided then, so it will be devided now if 
those two bridges were to be destroyed. 

Wilmington’s selectmen could agaim con- 
sider the problem, at their next meeting- 

The solution admittedly ts not easy. But a 
little delay won't do amy harm, and it may 
do much good.

Readers of this paper will recall 
reports of the litigation between 
Reading Light and the Boston 
Edison Company over surcharges, 
for the period in question. The 
FPC has determined that the sur- 
charges were excessive, and has 
ordered Boston Edison to make re- 
fund to RMLD, which in turn is 
making a refund to its customers. 

The case is not yet 100% certain 
Both Reading and Boston Edison 
have more appeals, this time 
before the District of Columbia 
Cicruit Court of Appeals. 

Boston Edison seeks yet to 
recoup the money which the FPC 
ordered paid, and the RMLD seeks 
further refunds. 

Reading Light is also battling on 
the wholesale rates. Norbert 
Rhinerson, General Manager, told 


the Town Crier that the RMLD is 
searching for other means of 
reducing the bills, perhaps by get- 
ting power from another source. 
Any savings to be made, he 
reports, will be passed on to the 
customers.

possibility of a child drowning itself. 

Both of the ponds in question were dug in 
aréas of peat. 

If they had not been dug deeper there 
would be a substantial growth of weeds, in 
the water, in the manner of all ponds which 
are shallow. Weeds such as those are 
dangerous, not only to children, but to 
others too. 

In other words there is good reason why 
such ponds should not be shallow. Deep 
water does not allow for the growth of 
weeds. 

In either event, someone might slip in a 
few bass, and provide for a little fishing by 
the neighbors. 


During the past several years there has 
been controversy in Wilmington because of 
ponds appearing in real estate 
developments. In a couple of instances 
those ponds were approved by the Planning 
Board, with no definition readily ascer- 
tainable as to the proposed depth. In other 
instances the ponds were part of the con- 
struction process. 

In each instance, it is believed,.the con- 
tractors were able to get fill, or sand, from 
the pond, which would have had to be 
purchased elsewhere. 

The controversy is because of the depth 
of the water. The Planning Board and 
others believe the'pond should only be 18 in- 
ches or two feet in depth, because of the

Assistant Town Manager of 
Wiimington is almost unknown, at 
least to a part of the town. He is 
q@met. His office is in the Town 
Hall cellar. He pursues a lot of the 
paper work and studies that is re- 
quired im the complex subject that 
Town Government is today 

Mr Holzmeister was the 
speaker. at Wilmington Rotary, on 
the last day of the year. He proved 
te be a pleasant and gentle person. 

There are. he said, 2700 
mumecipalities in the United States 
which have a form of Town 
Mamager government. Questions 
were sent to these places, in 1975, 
asking how many had Assistant 
Mamagers - either town or city 
There were 975 responses. Eight 
bumdred and forty Yes. and 150 
sani No. 

Im Massachusetts 42 

have a Manager or 
Executive Secretary type of 
government. Of those 18 have 
Asssstant Managers. 

He described the governments of 
the Massachusetts municipalities 
as beimg highly developed and 
complex systems A Town 
Manager. he said. is someone who 
has to “keep a ball of wax.” 

Semewhere along the line, 
Wilmington’s Town Manager. 
Sterling Morris. realized that he 
ereded an assistant. to do a lot of 


the paper work, and to get a max- 
imum of the services from the 
Federal and State governments. 
That was where the program of 
getting an Assistant Town 
Manager started 

Sixteen months ago Holzmeister 
was named to the post. In his first 
few weeks he and the Town 
Manager spent a lot of time 
together, in which Mr. Morris out- 
lined and described the duties and 
responsibilities that Holzmeister 
would have. 

Now the status is that Mr 
Morris keeps the town running, 
and keeps the personnel perfor- 
ming. It is a full time job 

Holzmeister is the man who 
meets with the various boards and 
commissions. in the evening, the 
man who does business with other 
branches of government, state or 
federal. He is the man who goes to 
Boston to check out questions. He 
is the man who keeps the line open 
to Washington. 

Holzmeister also, from time to 
time. gives some personalized ser- 
vices to some of the town boards - 
upgrading the work in some areas. 

One area in which he has done 
work is that of CETA 

CETA is a Federal relief 
program. The letters are an 
acronym for Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act. The 


Federal government pays the 
costs. 

The CETA operation for this 
area works out of Medford. It is 
not the same operation that works 
in Boston. There are some 40 per- 
sons who live in Wilmington and 
who have ‘been performing ser- 
vices under the CETA program. It 
is not to be classed as charity 

For example. The Wilmington 
School Department has a six 
month backlog of work to be done - 
shelves to be made and other 
things like that. The work was 
done - by CETA employees. 

‘There was the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority. There was a lot of 
maintenance work to be done. The 
story was in the Town Crier, how 
CETA supplied a plumber and an 
electrician, and the work was 
done. Those man did a good job. 

The CETA pay scale is exactly 
the same as the Town Employees, 
including the fringe benefits. 

CETA is now being phased out. 
Instead of 40 there are now 30 
CETA employees in Wilmington. 

But CETA is not just employ- 
ment. A High School drop out, for 
instance, works for the town for 
four days and goes to school on the 
fifth, each week. If he will not go 
to school, he will not go to work. 

Persons employed by CETA 
have to go to Medford periodically,

They cannot stay with the program 
for more than one year. 

Another program of which 
Holzmeister spoke is the Com- 
munity Development Block 
Program 

It is a Federal program, but it is 
different from previous federal 
programs in that the planning is 
done locally, and then there is ap- 
proval. Holzmeister called it ‘‘ex- 
citing.” 

It allows the community to 
decide what the highest priority 
needs are. and to apply federal 
funds to that purpose. The money 
that was received toward paying 
for the North Wilmington Town 
Forest came from this program. 

Holzmeister is now getting 
ready to file for the second year, in 
the Community Block Program. 

A Capital Outlay budget was one 
of the things in which Mr. 
Holzmeister has been working. 

The Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee has been interested in hav- 
+ing a good budget, so Holzmeister 
worked with them, and with the 
Avco people who were putting 
together.a Capital Budget program 
for communities. 

In 1969 and 1970 Avco had put 
together a program in which the 
computations were somewhat 
similar to the Wilmington 
program. Now there have been 
changes in some of the concepts, 
and the Finance Committee is 
quite interested 

Commenting on the bond 
market. Holzmeister said it wasn't 
good. This is not the time to try to 
float bonds, for municipalities. 
His last statement, and perhaps 
the most important from a tax 
viewpoint. was that he is working, 
on a program for federal money 
for the sewer system which was 
voted last March. Wilmington 
voters approved of a $7 million 
bond. to extend the present sewer 
main to Silver Lake and then to 
North Wilmington via Cunningham 
Street. 

Holzmeister is going through the 
studies of finding out what federal 
monies are available, to help pay 
for that sewer system.
